former payroll auditor and bookkeeper 
for D. W. McGrath and Son, Colum-

charges in connection with the construc- 
tion of Camp Sherman at Chillicothe- 
Heald told the committee that Frank 
J. McGrath, a son of D. W. McGrath, 
had frequently brought liquor to the 
camp- for army officers, and that he 
(Heald) personally had delivered some 
of the liquor to Captain Nicholson. He 
said the McGrath firm, which did con- 
siderable construction work at the can- 
tonment, purchased valuable presents 
for the officers in the quartermaster's 
corps at Christmas time, 1918. He fur- 
ther testified that Frank McGrath drew 
$20 a daj- for himself and $5 a day for 
his automobile for 84 days when he was 
not working. Heald said he knew this 
was true, because he, himself, paid the 
vouchers under protest. 


Heald said never in his life had he 
seen such a waste and inefficiency as 
there was at Camp Sherman. He said 
hundreds of dollars' worth of nails and 
hardware could be found under the 
barracks buildings at Camp Sherman be- 
cause carpenters were not allowed to 
stop to pick them up. 


The witness explained to the commit- 
tee-that he had trouble with McGrath 
and Sons about the wages he was to 
receive and because he paid himself 
$232 which be claimed was due him 
for Sunday work, he was arrested and 
bound over to the grand jury at Chilli- 
cothe. but later was acquitted. 
The committee had read into the rec- 


ords today 'copies of letters alleged to 
have been exchanged between James 
Bentley of A. Bentley and Sons com- 
pany, Toledo contractors.

After a policy of patience, with the 
hope that the strike would be avoided, 
agencies of the government came to the 
'ore whe nthe mineis' 01 gamzation at 
Indianapolis, by failing to withdraw 
.lie strike order, placed the country lace 
:o face with the prospects of a dearth 
of fue! at tne approach of winter and 
;he idleness of a vabt horde of work- 
men. 
Means for the protection of the pub- 
ic and of those miners, who are not 
in sympathy with the strike aie pro- 
vided under the government's program. 
Plans are drawn for the levival of the 
>rice control regions suspended when 
'.he fuel administration was dissovled 
on February 1, which gives assurance 
against profiteering and may mean the 
early drop in the price of coal. 


Enforcement of the food and fuel con- 
trol law with its criminal penalties of 
fine and imprisonment are to be en- 
forced under the government's plan on 
those miners who go on strike and 
thereby curtail production.
